Once again we have seen an example of the waste 
motion — the possible waste of a human life — that takes 
place when an accident occurs on Route 93. 

When a car smashed into an abutment last Wednesday 
morning, it was fortunate that another vehicle was pass- 
ing: otherwise help might not have been summoned as 
quickly. 

As it was,

notified.

But we regretfully feel that there will be many cases 
when swift response will mean the difference between 
life and death for an accident victim. 

The Telephone Co. says its hands are tied, but it would 
like to put phones on the highways if this is ever allowed 
by the Federal Bureau of Roads. Other local agencies, 
the need, also are helpless. For if the giant 
can’t get the federal agency to 


while seeing 
communications industry 
make up its mind, how can local groups succeed? 

It seems to us that no matter how difficult this problem 
appears, we must make the effort to get communications 
onto the highway. Possibly emergency citizen’s tele- 
phones would be adequate; with signs prominently dis- 
played, telling motorists where the phone is located. 

How else will a stranger to the area ever be able to 
identify the location of an accident; how else can he tell 
where to call, and what to tell the person he calls? 

If nothing else will work, why can’t the town place 
a citizen’s telephone — which is connected directly to 
the police station — near each access road, so that 
motorists can at least reach them quickly. Possibly the 
federal agency would allow the posting of signs stating 
that an emergency phone is available at the next access 


road. 


Take A Good Look 


The first full look at the urban renewal proposals is 
now possible.

Salary Question 

A committee to study the salaries of town officials — 
particularly those who last year began working without 
compensation — has been appointed, The committee was 
authorized at the town meeting last March. 

When it was first suggested that the Selectmen, 
Planning Board and some others relinquish their salaries, 
this newspaper raised one of the few objections. We felt 

then that such a step, while praiseworthy from one stand- 
point, actually created serious questions. 

These included the very obvious requirement that the 
Selectmen buy tickets and give to projects just because 
of the office they hold; thus shouldn’t their moderate 
salary continue to take care of such obligations? We 
thought that men of the future might be doubtful about 
running for the office; or possibly someone at a later date 
in the town’s history might attempt to rationalize about 
other methods of obtaining funds to cover expenses of the 
office. 

There are many reasons, in fact, why these officials 
should receive a modest stipend, We sincerely hope that 


the committee will consider them well.
